Re¬ 
verses have to come, let us be chast¬ 
ened, not ovtrto sMw f with indiffer¬ 
ence, but confident that the right, all 
things being equal, must prevail. Are 
we downhearted No! The preparation 
for the continuance of the 
struggle must go on. England 
as evidenced by the long rows of 
ambulances at the railway stations, 
knew what the cost of the struggle 
would .be, and prepared for the over¬ 
flow from the base hospitals.^ Let us 
cheer each other. Let no craven word 
# be uttered, but let confidence in the 
outcome be our watchword. Let no 
baae criticisms of what has happened 
be permitted; let us do our share in 
this land of peace and'wait the time 
. that will prove that Right is Might. 

Miss Peace sang most feelingly 
during the service: “Some sweet day.” 

At the close of the service the con¬ 
gregation sang the National Anthem 
with a fervour that showed all hearts 
were in unison with the sentiments 
expressef^by Mr Schrag.

The folowihg is one of the articles 
contributed by the Rev. Jno. A. Clark 
of Halifax. The article graphically 
rets forth a picture of what the 
stricken city was like immediutly af¬ 
ter the disaster. Another article will 
lie published next week. 

It was a fortunate thing for Hali¬ 
fax when the disaster came that the 
Canadian Government had almost fin¬ 
ished a large military hospital known 
ts* Capiphill. In those first terrible 
hours and days when the devastated 
district was a blazing ruin, afid the 
motors and lorries were threading 
their wny through an area more full 
of’horrors than any battle field, gath¬ 
ering from yards and cellars and 
lanes the tortured Leslies of the living 
victims, CamphilLwas the place to 
which they returned in the largest 
numbers. 

Although the hospital was approach 
mg completion and closed in front the 
Aeather, its equipment for the incal¬ 
culable emergency that arose was so 
limited as to seem terribly inadequate. 
There was space and warmth, and 
onie initial provision for the work 
doctors and nurses and cooks we sus¬ 
pect, but not anything like enough 
for the care of the hundreds of wound¬ 
ed that were crowded into its wards 
m those first days. I do not know 
what those inf charge might have to 
report as lertKiS actual preparedness 
of the hospital for dealing with the 
flood of sufferers which poured into its 
wards on December 6th and 7th; I 
only know what my own eyes saw | 
when I went there to look for lost 
friends._ 

It was the day of the blizzard. The 
wind and snow were doing their best 
to make getting about out of dors a 
kind of heroism. Still Camphill was 
full, and its main entrance surrounded 
by a crowd eager to get inside. And 
yet no one got in out of mere idle cur¬ 
iosity. A soldiu- on guard required 
the visitor to say whom he was look¬ 
ing for and the name must be on his 
records. 

It was quite impossible so early in 
.he disaster that things should be 
otherwise, hut Camphill looked to the 
visitor like a hospital gone mad. The 
large wards were crowded with cots- 
and mattresses lying on the floors, 
on every one of which lay some 
bltokened, wounded, bandaged, suff¬ 
ering, dazed creatures. 

It was a time when hundreds were 
as yet lost to those who were seeking! 
them. We were all looking for some¬ 
one we knew. And while the door- 
kef per might have the name on his 
-ist he eouid tell us no more. Wc 
lad to find out lost ones in these huge 
overcrowded wards, with scarcely 
space between the mattresses to 
thread one’s way. 

It will seem incredible to those who 
have known nothing of hospital wards 
except where everything is well order 
ed and in its right place; but these 
patients were in most cases so black¬ 
ened by the fire and dirt or so bandag¬ 
ed that they were unrecognizable 
even to their most intimate friends. 
An attempt to overcome th<ydifficulty 
had been made by fastening with—a 
string about the wrist a bit of card¬ 
board with the name of the victim 
upon it, where the name was known.' 
An 1 so had to pick our steps and 
kneel to read these names. What we 
soon came to realize was that in most 
cases the sufferer paid nB heed to our 
curiosity. 

Doctors and nurses and V. A. D’s. 
and waiters and almost everybody 
who would help were working as none 
of them ever did before. I am far from 
I criticising those in charge and certain 
,that everyone was doing his very 
I rest. That they did wonders the trans 
formation that took place within a 
few (lays proved. But just at first it 
wa i cliaoa. Classification as lo sex 
ami age anil wounds and needs were 
all forgotten. It was a distinguishable 
welter of human misery. There is a 
wierd passage in Vielo Hugo’s “Les 
Miterable*” where the reader is laken 
over the field of Waterloo after the 
battle. That was what sprang into 
memory as I went through the wards 
of Camphill hospital. 

1 found my old lady, but not direct¬ 
ly, It was in the main hall that her 
son turned up and he had located his 
mother. But not his father: It was 
some days before we actually found 
out where the old gentleman was lo¬ 
cated, and then it was in a hospital 
on a ship in the harbor.

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ABOUT GARDENS 

AND COWS 

In the spring a young man’s fancy 
may or may not turn to thoughts of 
love but certain it is that the thoughts 
of the man who anticipates going in 
for gardening turns to the question 
of whether he is going to receive any 
help from the council against the 
marauding cows of the district. 

We do not like to bring this hardy 
annual to (he front every year as 
there should be no aecessity for it, but 
when, ypar after year, gardens are 
grown to be eventually eaten up by 
the cows, what can one do? 

We know that the people who keep 
cows have every right to do so, and 
there is nothing against th£ practice, 
in fact, ( there is a great deal to be 
said for it these times. But we also 
know that for one owner who secs to 
it that his cow is not a public nuisance 
there arc many others who do not give 
a cent as to what damage their ani¬ 
mals do. 

Therefore we suggest that some re¬ 
medy for the nuisance be found. If 
there are not sufficient owners to pay 
a herder and have a pasture, then let 
there be a ruling that all cows must 
either be kept within bounds or on 
chains during- the night. If neither 
of these propositions are feasible then 
let us think of some other way of pro¬ 
tecting property, for if the nuisance 
is to be as great this year as it was 
.last year there is going to be borne 
vigorous kicking. And it will not be 
without cause, either. 

BRINGING IT HOME 

If ever this district stood on the 
threshold of the western front within 
hearing of the guns, it has been dur¬ 
ing" the past few days as the German 
drive has developed in intensity and 
ferocity. Communication with sourc¬ 
es of information has been kept up al¬ 
most incessantly, and- the people have 
been on edge as to the contents of ev¬ 
ery message.

through. As this is being written, th« 
Germans, through colossal sacrifice 
have forced our line back and althoug) 
there in disputed confidence in thi 
British army, one shudders at th- 
thought of how that titanic struggle i; 
Toing and what it wjll eventuall; 
nran. Now that the die is cast an< 
he fighters have entered upon wha 
ippears to be the final round, ever) 
man feels as if the fight was a matte- 
'n which he was personally... concerned 
More than ever before he views it a: 
•>nc of direct, personal interest; th< 
fortunes of the day are his fortunes 
He is no longer a comparative out 
iUlcr,-onc-whom the war barely tou 
chcs, for he has realized that her per 
sonally has something gt stake in th< 
great .fight in Europe. 'The battle ii 
bringing home to him his share of th< 
fortunes of war, his share of the res 
ponsibility of success or failure. 

Let us hope that the lesson will no: 
be lost. In moments of tense excite 
ment we arc apt to regard things ii ’ 
a new, almost visionary light, and to 
day we each of us stand in the posi 
tion of being able to make a persona 
stocktaking and ask ourselves th 
question; “What have I done to for 
ward the cause of the Allies?" Th> 
answer to the question rests with cac 1 
one of us, and we must answer it ac 
cording to our conscience. The Ger¬ 
man drive, whatever the measure o 
success, is bound to lengthen the war 
But the Allies must win. Are we the) 
as citizens of the great empire t< 
learn'the lesson that the. ultimat 
ending of the war depends to som 
extent upon each one of us?

THE EDUCATION BILL 

Next to the department of agrSeul 
turc the department of education i 
the most important, and this depart 
ment has had some attention during 
the present session. 

Mr. Boyle, minister of education 
referred with approval to the 45 con 
solidated schools manned by 146 tea 
chers now in Alberta. By the consoli 
-dated system there is a considcrabh 
release of teachers, which is very im¬ 
portant. 

In Alberta there arc 100,000 pupil: 
that is, one for every five of our pop 
ulation, which is a good average. Of 
these 5,766 are in the high schools 

Referring to the unfair burden o! 
the non-resident pupil, Mr. Boyle sah 
that in future the district in which 
the non-resident resided must pay tf 
the district in which the pupil goes t( 
school ten cents a day, or $200 a year

lge of teachers the speaker said that 
with the breaking out of the war the 
supply of Canadian teachers abruptly 
ceased. When conscription came 
scarcely a physically fit male teacher 
was left in the province. School tea¬ 
chers were being absorbed into bank¬ 
ing and well-paying industries. In 
rural districts the failure to pay a de¬ 
cent wage was often the cause *f 
dosed schools. Many rural schools 
pay $55.00 a month, while others 
reach the $100 mark. A minimum 
wage of $70.00 has been fixed. 

Mr. McColl complained of laxness 
of some teachers in fulfilling their 
term contract, and suggested that the 
government force them to remain a 
specific time. Mrs. McKinney referr- 
jd to the trying conditions in tome 
rural districts and said that convul¬ 
sion could not be used in these circum¬ 
stances. > 

Mr. Boyle proposes to send a wo¬ 
man east to interest teachers in com¬ 
ing to western Canada. He also made 
an appeal to the married women of 
he province to interest themselves in 
teaching and thus help out. Dr. Stan¬ 
ley asked in this conjunction if ■ it 
would not be possible to secure women 
for teachers if housekeepers were 
supplied to look after the homes in 
their absence. 

The third item of the bill provides 
for compulsory medical inspection of 
;chool children in cities and towns. 
The school bbards must furnish the in- 
.pection. Medical inspection will be 
.‘xtended to the rural districts later, 
't is felt that medical inspection is 
•ery little use without medical treat- 
"nent and this cannot be well organiz¬ 
ed until there arc rural hospitals. 
However, work upon this too is going 
ahead. 


In a report of the recent Coirfer- 
■nce of women at Ottawa one of the 
lelcgates stated that it was likely 
hat every man and woman in Canada 
would soon be required to carry an 
dcntification ehrd around with them 
before they can travel on trains or 
purchase groceries. It is the inten¬ 
sion of every person to register every 
Tcrson in Canada over 16 years of 
ige in order to define the position nnd 
jse of such person in every industry. 
All labor is to be brought effectively 
n touch with essential industries. An¬ 
other proposal is to eliminate all pink 
Seas and fashion cxtravagences. In 
Shis connection Ottawa has set an ex¬ 
ample by cutting out any smart func¬ 
tions at the parliamentary opening 
ind in rigidly restricting any after- 
aoon teas. 

The provincial government is very 
doubtful about making any provisions 
: n the health act this session, for the 
registration of cases of venereal dis¬ 
eases. The government’s attitude is 
that the question is one which re¬ 
quires at least a year’s study. The 
reason is that many people fear that 
•uich registration might be used as a 
club to punish unfortunate victims 
with publicity or otherwise, who 
night be innocent parties. It has been 
lefinitely announced, however, that 
he government will provide free 
Wasserman tests when proper ap- 
dication is made through a physician.

.-.howing how conditions may b< 
changed. 

It is expected that a Child Welfan 
Week will be held in the large centres 
Flans are also being made to have : 
Child Welfare Exhibition at some o 
the fairs in the province during the 
summer and fall. At this Exhibi 
there will be a series of charts dealing 
with sickness and health, the care o. 
the child, food and exercise, milk an< 
water, flies, and any other factor that 
enters into the welfare of the child. 
An address will be given by somi 
competent person, and literature wil. 
be distributed that will help parent! 
in the proper care of the child. 

A Better Baby contest will be ar 
ranged if possible, being carried out 
on a larger scale than that attempted 
previously at any of the fairs.

Ottawa Experimental Farm 
Produces New Wheat 
Called Ruby 


By bringing out Marquis wheat the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
did a service to Canada and to the Em¬ 
pire that it would be difficult to over¬ 
estimate. On account of its vigorous 
habits of growth, excellent yield and 
-superb milling qualities‘this variety 
which year after year as an exhibit 
from Western Canada has carried off 
premier honors at the International 
Soil Products Exhibition in the United 
States has largely supplanted the old 
standard Red Fife that also gained 
for Canada wheat an enviable repu¬ 
tation in the flour markets of the ] 
world. 

A service rendered by the introduc¬ 
tion of Prelude a few years later was 
also of great importance, inasmuch as 
it extended the wheat-growing area 
of this country by millions of acres. I 
To these two very valuable access¬ 
ions to the hard wheats of Canada is 
to be aded a new sort that comes mid¬ 
way Ijltetween Marquis and Prelude in 
: he Inatter of yield and ripening. This 
new sort has been produced at the 
Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa, 
by Dr. Chas. E. Saunders, the Domin¬ 
ion Cerealist, who gives the following 
account of the new wheat in the March 
number of The Agricultural Gazette, 
the official organ of the Federal De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. 

“The new wheat, which has been 
named Ruby, Ottawa 623, possesses 
characteristics in ripening and other 
lualities midway between Marquis 
and Prelude. It is beardless, possess¬ 
es hard, red’ kernels, gives a fail- 
yield, and makes flour of the highest 
quality in regard to color and strength 
Bread' made from it ranks in the tlrst 
class' This wheat is the result of a 
cross between Downy Riga and Red 
Fife. Downy Riga was produced from 
two early sorts, Gchan. a'l Indian var¬ 
iety, and Onega from Northern Rus- 
’(t. Ruby is r•:«’.) n mended r <>v trial 
.where Marquis docs not v : ;>ui satis¬ 
factorily. A very limited distribution 
of five-pound samples is being made 
xi 'farmeTs refi ring an caily sort. A 
sufl cient crop will l>e grown this yc.n - 
oa the Experhr :!:;i Farms to provide 
for a general distribution next 
spging. .

T HE Dominion Income War Tax Act requires you to fill in one or more of 
the five special Forms provided before 31st March, 1918. In order to 
assist the public to understand just what is required of them, information 
on each Form is given below. Read carefully, then get three copies of the 
form that fits your case and fill them in. Answer all questions fully and 
accurately. For making false statements, a penalty of $10,000 or six months’ 
imprisonment, or both, is provided. 

Individuals. —All persons unmarried, and all widows or widowers without dependent children, 
whose income is $1500 a year or more, must fill in Form Tl. All other persons whose income is 
$3000 or more, use the same Form. Where any ip come is derived from dividends, list amounts 
received from Canadian and Foreign securities separarely. Fill in pages 1, 2 and 3 only. Do not 
mark on page 4. Partnerships, as su&*need not file returns, but the individuals forming the part¬ 
nerships must. 

Corporations and Joint Stock Companies, no matter how created or organized, shall pay tha 

normal tax on income exceeding $3000. Use Form T2—giving particulars of income. Also 
attach a. financial statement. Under Deductions, show in detail amounts paid to Patriotic Fund 
and Canadian Red Cross or other approved War Funds.' 

Trustees, Executors, Administrators of Estates and Assignees use Form T3. Full particulars 

of the distribution of income from all estates handled must be shown as well as details of amounts 
distributed.

Corporation Lists of SharehoMorV —On Form T5 corporations shall give a statement of all 
bonuses, and dividetttDT paid to Shareholders residing in Canada during 1917 stating to whom paid, 
and the amounts. 

Figures in every case are to cover 1917 income—all Forms must tje filed by 31st March. For 
neglect, ■ lino of $100 for oach day of default may be imposed. 

In the case of Forms Tl and T2, keep one copy of the filled in Form and file the other two with 
the Inspector of Taxation for your District. In the case of T3, T4 and T5, keep one copy and file 
the other two, with the Commissioner of Taxation, Dept, of Finance, Ottawa.
